SYNOD WILL MEET. 


Possibility of Consolidation in the 


Anglician Church. 


The second session of the Dio- 


cesan Synod, called by his lord- 
ship the Bishop of Honolulu will 
meet on November 27th to elect de- 
legates. This synod meets once in 
iTTO years and has continued for six- 
teen years ; practically it is the 
legislative body of the 
Anglican 


Church. It has been in existence 
forsixteen years'^

member of the Bishop's congrega- 
tion the consolidation of the two 
congregations will be seriously con- 
sidered.

any manner impair tbe efficiency and 
permanency of our National Union. 


The objects of the order are: 
To keep green the memories of our 


fathers aud their sacrifices for the 
maintenance of tbe Union. 


To aid the member* of tbe Grand 


Army of tbe .Republic In caring for 
their helpless and dlsab'ed veterans; 
to extend aid and protection to tbetr 
widows aud orphans; to perpetuate 
the memory and history of their heroic 
dead, and the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 
To aid and assist worthy and needy 


members of our order. 


To inculcate patriotism and love of 


country, not only among our mem- 
bership, but among all tbe people of 
our laud, and to spread and sustain 
the doctrine of equal rights, uni versal 
liberty and justice to all. 


November 12, 1881, was tbe birth- 


day of the Order of Sons of Veterans, 
aud Maj. A. P. Davis, known by all 
as "Pap Davis," is the father of tbe 
organization. On tbe abovp-named 
date eight boys, ranging from ten to 
sixteen yirarsof age, met in tbe "West 
Market house," Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
organized Dayi* Camp, No. 1. On 
the 26lb of November of the same 
year, tbe oiiginal ritual of the order 
was adopted, aud on December 28th a 
charter was granted by tbe State of 
Pennsylvania. Three camps bad been 
organized by February 18,1882, being 
located at Pittsburg, Pa ; Atlantic 
City, N J., and McKeesport, Pa., res- 
peciively. H. T. Hawley was elected 
as the first Colonel of tbe Pennsyl- 
vania division. The motto "Gratia 
Dei Secvatus" (preserved by the grace 
of God), was adopted January 28, 1882, 
as was also the badge inscription 
"Filii Veteranorum" (Sous of Vet- 
erans).

V.," also the motto. Tbe badge is of 
bronze, manufactured from captured 
cannon. 
The under fide of the badge 


bears tbe coat of arms of the order, 
which was copyrighted March 13, 
1882.Tbe title of "Sons of Veterans, 
United States 
of 
America," was 


chosen June 28, 1882, and Col. H. T. 
Rowley was made tbe first Provisional 
Jommander in-Chief. 


At the thirteenth National Encamp- 


ment, heM at Davenport, la , August 
20 23, 1894, a new Three-'iegree Ritual 
was adopted, to go into effect. January 
1, 1895

OPINIONOF THE COURT, BY JUDD, C J. 


This action is ass-umpsit by Madame 


Ed ma Q. Trousseau, widow of the late 
George P. Trousseau, against his Ex 
ecutor* upon a contract in writing, 
made in 1882, signed by plaintiff in 
Paris, France, on the 10th June, and 
in Honolulu ou the 13th July by G 
Trousseau, the decedent. The agree- 
ment is iu the French language, of 
which an English translation is fur- 
nished, as follows: 


"It has been agreed and arranged as 


follows between the undersigned, Mr. 
George Phillipe Trousseau, living at 
Honolulu, Sandwich Island", of the 
one part, and Madame Ed ma Gene- 
vieve, living at Paris, boulevard Haus 
maun, No. 64, having been married, 
but now separated 
from the said 


George Trousseau, of the other part:— 


ARTICLE 1. 


Monsieur Trousseau admits as abso- 


lutely correct 
the account of the 


claims and demands proved by Ma- 
dame Trousseau, on the llth of March, 
1882, which paid account amounts to 
the sum of one hundred and fifty 
thousand, eight hundred and sixty- 
five francs and fifty centimes. 


ARTICLE 2. 


Monsieur Trousseau engages to pay 


immediately to the French Consul at 
Honolulu, to the credit of Madame 
Trousseau's account at Paris, a sum 
sufficient to form a capital of twenty 
thousand francs, payable at Paris in 
French money to Madame Trousseau 
upon her receipt for the same. 


ARTICLE 3. 


Monsieur Trousseau engages to pay 


henceforth upon t'<e same conditions 
on the first day of January of each 
year, and for the first time on the 
1st day of January, 1884, to the French 
Consul at Honolulu, a sum sufficient 
to form a capital of five thousand 
francs, payable at Paris each year in 
French money to Madame Trousseau 
upon her receipt for the same 


This sum of five thousand francs is 


considered and regarded as interest on 
the capital of one hundred and tbirty 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five 
francs and fifty centimes, whicn will 
remain due from MODS. Trousseau to 
Madame Trousseau after th« payment 
of the sum of twenty thousand francs, 
of which mdution has been made 
above. 


Mons. Trousseau engages, if his cir 


cumstances ullow him aud as soon as 
they allow him, to discharge the total 
amount of his debt to Madame Trous- 
seau, By paying over to her the capital 
which will remain due to her: 


As soon as this capital is reduced to 


oue huudred thousand franca, the au 
nual sum of five thousand francs set 
tied as above, will decrease in propor- 
tiou as the total debt is extinguished, 
this annual sum of five thousand 
francs commencing from this period 
being considered a* the interest at the 
legal rate in France, namely, five per 
cent, of this capital of one hundred 
thousand franc.-*. 


ARTICLE 4 


In case of the death of Madame

The consideration upon which au 


assumpslt shall be founded must be 
for tbe oenefit of tbe defendant or to 
the trouble or prejudice of the plain- 
tiff. 
And therefore a promise iu con- 


sideration of tbe forbearance of a suit 
is good; for that is for tbe benefit of 
the defendant, tho' the action is not 
discharged."

Prof. Langdeli in bin notes to select 


cases Part II p. 1022 finds that "detri- 
ment to the promisee is a universal 
lest of the sufficiency of considera 
;ion; i. e. every consideration must 
possess tbis quality, aud, possessing 
tbis quality, it i» immaterial whether 
It is a benefit to the promisor or not." 
Tested by this rule I find tbat it was 
a detriment to Madame Trousseau 
(the promisee) to give time to Mous. 
Trous-seau, to pay tbe remainder of 
principal debt "as soon as circum- 
stances would allow" (i. e. "when 
able")—and tbe taking of interest au 
nnally at less than tbe Hawaiian rale. 
I hold therefore, tbat Mons. Trous- 
seau n assumpsit was upon valuable 
considerations aud the agreement in 
this respect was good. This ground of 
demurrer cannot be sustained. 


Tbe remaining question i» whether 


tbe contract itself is inoperative and 
void, as having been made between 
husband and wife, who though separ- 
ated by judicial decree, were

The interesting inquiry whether tbe 


validity of thin con'ruct should he 
tested by French or Hawaiian law lie- 
comes pertinent.

Trousseau to be indebted to his wife in 
the large sum mentioned. Tbe judg 
ment was, therefore, her separate 
property, and she "brought the suit 
here to enforce it. 


Tbe exceptions are sustained and 


tbe demurrer is overruled.

OPINION OF FREAR, J. 


While I concur in the conclusion of 


;he Chief Justice, and in the general 
,ine of thought pursued by him, yet I 
desire to state my views somewbai 
differently, though I shall do so .but 
briefly, ina-mucu as he has BO fully 
stated much of tbe law bearing upou 
/he case. I shall consider in order 
each of the five questions which, ID 
my opinion, must be decided in dis 
josiug of the exceptions. 
•„•"_ 


First, the argument against plain- 


tirr.'s capacity to bring this action, 
based as it is upou atmpposed absence 
of statutory authority for suite by a 
wife against tier husband, is euffi 
iently answered by the mere state- 
ment of the fact tbat tbe action was 
wrought neither by a wife nor against 
a husband, but by a widow, a. feme 
sole, against certain third parties, 
executors. 


Secondly, was there a sufficient con- 


sideration for tbe promise sued on, 
namely, that of Mons. Trousseau? 


A consideration is to be distin- 


guished from a condition, and a con 
sideration consisting of a promise to 
perform is to be distinguished from a 
ousideratiou consisting of perform- 
ance. 


In this case tbe contract is some 


what inartificially drawn, but it seeojs 
to be bilateral, conslstiug *bf mutual 
promises, those ou each side being 
collectively the consideration for those 
ou the other «ide. The consideration 


Mons. Trousseau's promises was 


apparently MadameTrouuseau'sprom- 
»es tadlt-contiuue her suit upou cer- 
.ain conditions and to forbear renew- 
ug proceedings upon certain other 
conditions. 


There may be ground for argu- 


ment 
that 
the 
instrument 
in 


question contains two or more un- 
ilateral contracts, Mons. Trousseau's 
promises being considered as made 
upon condition tbat his wife should 
perform certain things, iu which case 
upon her performance thereof the con 
dition ripened into a consideration. 


In eitner cai-e his promises were 


ma in for a sufficient considerati >n— 
either her promise or her perform- 
ance. 


If the contract was bilateral, it is 


unnecessary to consider now how far 
tue performance of each promise was 
(iependent upon tbe performance of 
tbe other. 
If there were two or more 


unilateral contracts, it is unoecessay 
to say, whether tbere was a sufficient 
consideration for her promises, for the 
.-uit ii not brought ou her promises, 
but on bis 
I am, however, of the 


opinion that tbere was ample con- 
sideration for her promises. 


Thirdly, by what law is tbe validity 


of tbe contract to be determined so far 
as this depends upon the status of the 
plaintiff as a separated wife at the 
time the contract was made? 
: 


Tbat the validity of a contract, in 


so far as tbis depends upon tbe nature 
or form of the contract itself, ia gov 
erned by the lex loci contraclua, is so 
well settled as to need no citation of 
authority—subject always, of course, 
to tbe qualification that, the contract 
muni not be immoral or unjust or un- 
jurious to the country or tbe citizens 
of the country in which rights under 
it are sought to be enforced. 


But iu so far as tbe validity of a 


contract rests upon fie status of a 
party thereto, there is considerable 
diversity of opinion iu respect to the 
law which should govern. The con- 
tinental European jurists as a rule 
maintain 
that the lex domioilii 


should govern. In England the ques- 
tion seems to be somewhat unsettled.

The locus contractus, tbat is, the 


seat of an obligation, may be either 
tbe loous oelebruttonie or the locus 
solutionis, the place where the con- 
tract Js made or that where it Is to be 
performed. 
Whether it i» oue or the 


otber in any particular ca-e Is a ques 
tion of fact rather thau of law— a ques 
tlon chiefly of the Intention of the par 
ties. 
For the validity of "a contract 


is governed by the law witb a view 
to whic i it was Oiade." In general 
In the absence of anything showing a 
contrary intention, the loqus celebra 
tionis is to be regarded as the locus 
contractua, but If tbe contract ia to be 
performed elsewhere, this is regarded 
as strong and in some cases conclusive 
evidence that the contract was made 
with reference to the lex loci solu- 
tionia. For a clear statement of tbe 
law and references to tbe authorities 
upon this phase of the case, see Pritch 
ard v. Norton, 106 U. 8. 124. 


In tbe present case, I find that the 


contract was both made and to be per 
formed in this country, and hence 
there is DO occasou to consider any 
conflicting views aa to whether tbe 
lex loci celebrationis or the lex loci 
solutionis should govern for they are 
identical In tbis case. 


In the flr^t place the contract was 


made here. This is clear both from 
tbe contract itself and from tbe plead- 
ings. 


The contract was executed by Ma 


dame Trousseau in Paris, June 10, 
1882, and by Mons. Trousseau at Ho- 
nolulu, July 13, 1882. But it must be 
regarded as completed as a binding 
on tract at the same time aud place, 
it least, if it be considered as one bi- 
lateral contract. And, since it cannot 
aave become a contract until there 
was a meeting of tbe minds of tbe 
parties, it mu"t be considered as hav- 
ng become binding at tbe time and 
slace where it was last executed, that 
s, at Honolulu, the as«ent of tbe party 
irst executing being deemed to con- 
-inue until execution by the other 
baity. If tbere were two unilateral 
ioutracts, then there can be no ques- 
tion tbat the promise sued on, that is, 
MODB.

The pleadings also show that the 


contract was made here, for the agree- 
ment is described in the declaration 
as "made and signed by the said de- 
cedent on tbe 13th of July, A.D. 1882," 
at which time tbe document was exe- 
cuted by him at Honolulu.

The statute* elsewhere most similar 
o the statute now in question and 
which havejbeen the subject of judicial 
construction are the no-called married 
women's acts. Under these acts there 
ieems to be a great preponderance of 
luthorlty in favor of the view that a 
married woman, even though not 
e pa rated from her husband, may sue 
lira in matters respecting her separ- 
ate property, on, the ground that such 
jower to sue is necessary to secure to 


the enjoyment of her property and 


effectuate the purpose of the statutes. 
The debt which was the basis of this 
agreement was tbe wife's separate 
property, and, therefore, it would seem 
bat she could sue him for it. Could 
he not equally well arrange with him 
or the settlement of the claim peace- 
bly? Does the policy of the law re- 


quire tbat a wife should enforce her 
i^hts against her husband by litiga- 
lon rather than by agreement? 
But to reason more dlrecily, the 


married women's acts elsewhere gen 
rally authorize a wife to contract as 


a feme sole only with reference to her 
eparate property. 
If, therefore, such 


icts authorize her to contract with 
her husband with reference to her 
eparate property, it may logically be 
nferred In the present .n-ase that the

I concur in the opinions of ('hie 


Justice Judd and' Justice Frear, first 
that there was a sufficient cousldera 
tion for the contract; necoud, tbat Its 
validity depends upon law existing 
when it was made; third, that whet 
thin contract was made, a marriec 
woman judicially separated from her 
bu-barJd was empowered by Hawaiian 
law to make such a contract with 
him; aud fourth, assuming that it Is a 
Hawaiian contract, that she can main- 
tain an action thereon in Hawaiian 
courts against tbe executors of bis 
Will. 


Notwithstanding the able and very 


carefully considered opinions of Chief- 
Justice Judd and Justice Frear, I am 
not entirely satisfied that tbe contract 
Is Hawaiian, rather than French; but, 
as I am satisfied tbat its validity 
under the French law i* sufficiently 
well pleaded, my conclusion, for the 
purposes of this case, Is the same 
whether tbe contract is French or Ha- 
waiian. 


I think that tbe exceptions should 


be sustained and tbe demurrer over- 
ruled.

it is not incumbent upon the prosecu 
tion to prove facts snowing that its 
possession by defendant wai unlawful. 


Acts 12 and 77 of the Provisional Govern- 


ment restricting the impoitation and 
sale of Opium and preparations there- 
of are not unconstitutional. 


OPINION OF THE COURT BY JUDD, C. J. 


The defendant was convicted in the 


Circuit Court First Circuit at the last 
term thereof of the offense of having 
opium unlawfully iu uosae-sion 
Tbe 


Case come- to u* ou exceptions to tbe 
presiding Judge's refusal to charge as 
requested by defeudaut's attorney and 
to tbe charge of the Court as given. 


Tbe main question raised i-i whether 


the prosecution was bound to prove, 
ou tbis charge, su£h facts as would 
show that tbe possession of th"opium 
by defendant was unlawful. 
The trial 


Judge held tbat the prosecution was 
not required to prove a negative—i. e , 
that tbe opium was hot obtained from 
tbe Board of Health, etc , and tbat it 
Was incumbent UDOU tbe defendant to 
show, if be could, tbat his possession 
of the opium was lawful. 


So far as tbe public Is concerned 


opium iscontraband. Its Importation 
and sale are forbidden by law 
Only 


tbe Board of Health can import U, 
«nd for medicinal 
purposes only. 


Physicians only can obtain it from the 
Board of Health, and can dispense it 
>nly medically. See Acts 12 and 77 of 
the Provisional Government. 


Iu 1865 thin Court held, in Rex. v. 


Qillingham, 2 Haw 750, that where a 
per-ou is charged with selling spiritu 
ous liquors without a license tbe bur- 
den of proof wax upon him to show 
;bat he bad a license. 
Tbis rule was 


based upou the proposition that where 
he subject matter of a negative aver- 
ment 
lies peculiarly 
within 
the 


knowledge of the other party the 
averment is taken as true unless dis 
proved by tbat par y. Id and cases 
cited. 


This principle ha-* been fo'lowed in 


prosecutions for unlicensed sale* of 
liquor aod the cauie principle applies 
to the importation, bale aud posses- 
sion of opium. 


If the defendant in this case ac- 


quired possession of tbe opium from 
the Board of Health or through other 
lawful channels It was a fact peculiarly 
within his knowledge and he should 
have shown it. This principle does 
not violate the presumption of inno- 
ceuce uutil proved guilty. There are 
often tacts In connection with the 
proof of the possession of opium that 
show that it was unlawful. We held In 
Prov. Gov't. v. Gertz, 9 Haw. 293, 
tbat tbe 
unexplained presence of 


opium in defendant's other goods wan 
prima facie evidence of his intent to 
import the same. See also Rex v. Ah 
Sing, 6 Haw. 653. We find no error 
in the Judge's ruling? and charge on 
this point. 


Tbe above is the only point en- 


larged 
upon in defendant's 
brief, 


but 
there 
is 
also an 
exception

to the 
trial Judge's over 


ruling the objection made that the 
law under which be was charged 
is unconstitutional. 
The constitu- 


tionality of an opium law similar In 
terms to the present was the subject 
of discussion In Rex v. Yatslng, 3 
Haw., 672, and the statute was upheld 
though attacked upou grounds similar 
to those preferred in tbis case 
Upon 


tbe subject of tbe title to an Act of 
the Legislature, we refer to In re 
Walker, 9 Haw., 172-3.

Mr. Shinnamura seems not above 


forty years of age, and a good many 
of those forty have been spent in 
important diplomatic missions in 
different parts of the world. 
He 


has served his Government in Lon- 
don and in New York, where he 
was consul-general; and for ten 
months prior to the Japan-China 
war he was Consul-General at the 
City of Mexico. He was summoned 
by cable message to Tokio while at 
the Mexican capital and then as- 
signed to special duty with the 
second army, acting as advisor to 
the general-in-chief in all matters 
of a diplomatic character. In this 
position he wa? frequently called 
upon for advice in deciding some 
very delicate questions. He visited 
the Pescadores, and was in For- 
mosa during the troubles there and 
was the governor's special advisor. 


Mr. Shinnamura was met last 


night at the Hawaiian Hotel,where 
he is stopping with his family. 
When asked if he would let the 
people here know through the 
columns of the ADVERTISER bow 
much truth there is in the rumors 
concerning the attitude of his Gov- 
ernment toward Hawaii, he gave 
vent to his feelings by having a 
hearty laugh. 
" I am glad to meet newspaper 


men, but I am always amused 
when they begin to ask questions 
about the relations between the 
Japanese Government and any 
other. You must believe, always, 
that the relations are pleasant, no 
matter what the real state of affairs 
may be." 


"But, Mr. Shinnamura, the papers 


throughout the world have printed 
articles which lead one to believe 
that Japan, having been successful 
in the war with China, may seek 
other worlds to conquer. 
Your 


nation being so largely represented 
here naturally gives color to the 
scheme. Do you think that your 
Government has its eye on these 
islands with a view to some day 
taking possession?" 


" Nothing is further 
from its 


thoughts, I can assure you. Na- 
turally, these rumors have reached 
the Foreign Office in Tokio and 
nothing has been brought to us that 
has given us more real amusement 
than these reports. Japan has its 
eye on Hawaii, yes, but not in the 
sense that the rumors would indi- 
cate.

NEW SOUTH WALES AKD JAPAN. 


A clause in the British treaty 


with Japan, which provides that 
the stipulations of the treaty shall 
not be applicable to certain enumer- 
ated colonies, including the Aus- 
tralian colonies, unless those colo- 
nies see fit to accept the conditions 
within two years of the ratification, 
has given New South Wales its first 
problem of foreign policy to solve. 
New South Wales has the oppor- 
tunity to accept or reject the treaty, 
and, judging from appearances, the 
colony is utterly at a loss to know 
what to do with it. Already one 
year has elapsed since ratifications 
were exchanged, and still no de- 
cision has been reached.

OPINION OF THE OO0BT, BY FBEAB, J.

The lieu H "for the price agreed to 


be paid " This may mean the price 
agreed either between the owner and 
contractor or between the contractor 
and material mau. It wou d naturally 
mean the price agreed to ou one side 
at least by the "person furnishing the 
materials" and that would be the sub 
contractor if the materials were fur- 
nished by him. 


There is not only no express or im- 


plied limit of the sub-contractor s l u u 
to the price agreed between the owner 
and contractor, but the clause ''If it 
shall not exceed the value thereof," 
would seem to have been inserted 
chiefly for the purpose of preventing 
collusion

FATHER CONRADV AT MOLOKAI. 


Objects to Removal From the Settle- 


ment—The Ditch Through W. W. 
JIull'H Property—I iilioultlij Place. 
(bluet* Doctor

At a meeting of the Board of 


Health, held Wednesday afternoon^ 
there were present President Water- 
house, members Lansing, Keliipio, 
Reynolds, Drs. Emerson, Wood, 
Day and Minister Cooper. 


Superintendent Brown of 
the 


water works requested an appro- 
priation of $2500 for expanses of 
running the pumping plant. The 
last appropriation was exhausted. 
The Board decided to take $2300 
from the cholera expenses to be 
used for the pumping plant. 


A letter was read from E. H. 


Wodehouse asking that fishing at 
Kukuluaeo 
be 
permitted. 
Dr. 


Emerson moved that restrictions 
upon waters east of the new retain- 
ing wall be removed. Carried. 


Dr. Wood moved to remove re- 


strictions on fishing on the west 
side of the entrance to Kalihi. 
Carried. 


Superintendent Brown of 
the 


water works stated that fresh water 
was used by shipping ostensibly 
for washing decks, and the Govern- 
ment was receiving no pay for the 
supply. Dr. Day moved that the 
water of the harbor be used for 
washing the decks of vessels in 
port. Carried. 


The claim of Wong Chow for 


damages at being turned out from 
the flats at Leleo or Kaliu was re- 
ferred to Health Agent Reynolds. 
Damages claimed, $54 60. 


The resignation of Dr. Russell 


from Waianae was read and ac- 
cepted. 
Dr. Day moved that in 


the acceptance of the resignation 
be included a vote of thanks of the 
Board. Carried. 


The application of Mrs. H. L. 


Jenkins for permission to reside on 
Molokai was referred to the presi- 
dent. 


Father 
Conrardy's letter wan 


read. In it he asked the reasons 
for the Board of Health, in the 
action of ordering him off the leper 
settlement at Molokai. He asked 
the Board to consider deeply the 
responsibility of removing from the 
settlement a contaminated person 
such as himself. 


Dr. Wood reported that the com- 


mittee had examined the Chinese 
doctor, and found him totally in- 
competent. 
Dr. 
Wood 
recom- 


mended that no license be granted 
him. The recommendation of the 
committee on examination was ac- 
cepted. 


On the subject of opening a ditch 


through the grounds of W. W. Hall, 
the following communications were 
received—the first from 
W. W. 


Hall, the second from P. C. Jones : 


In reply to your note of tbe 26th 


instant U'l'fres-ted to me, auuouacing 
mat tue irrigating diteb which runs 
through my grouodn, which was closed 
by yourordt-r during the cbo'era epi- 
demic, may he reopened under certain 
eouiiiuous, I bt-g leave to lay before 
the Board of Health a few fact* 


At anytime during tbe last fifteen- 


years or more tbisditcb might justly 
buve beeu closet by order of the Board 
on the ground of its being a menace to 
the public health. 


In support of tui« statement, I would 


say that t,be stteam was not perpetual; 
much of the lime, especially at night, 
there was scarcely enough water to 
carry a straw along, and at such times 
a Very uopleasaut odor arose from its 
Ded, conlucive to malaria. 
I thiuk Dr Day will remember that 


Mr. Wm. Foster while <>. cupying one 
of my cottages a year or two ago, suf- 
fered an attack of malarial fever, and 
it is certain that when Dr. Nicooh 
was considering whether or no be 
would take this cottage, Mrs Foster 
told him that she thought the stream 
au unhealthy one. When Mr. E R. 
Newman's fami'y occupied another 
cottage In my grounds, on the edge of 
this ditch, they suffered frequently 
from head aches, which they felt were 
caused by the stream, and, ^once at 
least, had serious sore throats, which 
were almost diphtheretic in their 
nature. 
Certainly, diphtheria is al- 
most as mui'b dreaded as is cholera. 


For yeara Dr. Stangen waM has held 


that this stream was dangerous to the 
health of tbe neighborhood, and that 
it was the source of all tbe malaria 
which has apprare'l In this locality. 


The late J. T. Waterhouse, Esq , 


took great pains to make the stream 
safe by rementing Its bel and sides 
through bin grounds, but, in epite of 
his efforts, it never could be made 
tight enough 
(o prevent seepage 


wblch kept the ground under aud 
back of his house in » swampy condi 
tion, causing a musty and uuwhole 
Borne odor. 


Mr. Waterhouse died of malarial 


/ever, and soon after moving into the 
same house Mrs. Henry Waterbouse 
suffered an attack also, and other 
members of the family have suffered 
more or less from ihf same cause. 


Kixieeu yearn ago there was au epi- 
demic of typhoid malarlaln Honolulu 
At that time along tbe coun-e of tin- 
stream, froiu the Mist place to Uie 
premises now owned by Mra T. R. 
Foster, I can recall at least thlrteeu 
eases, five of which 
proved fatal 
E/eu then this irrigating <1ltoh was 
uamed a« a cause of tbf trouble 
We have tbe same right held !>y all 


other laud owners along the, course of 
the ditch for irrigating. 
1 have gone 


to no little expense and inconvenience 
to close tbe stream, but have done It 
cheerfully, feeling that it was a wise 
measure. 
To reopen it, however, 


would be not only an mi.iiiioual ex- 
pense but a menace to the public 
health, and while we might not be in , 
any immediate danger from cholera, 
we might learn to our sorrow that 
cholera is noi the only epidemic to lie 
dreaded. 
Furthermore, 
while the 
stream has been iu a way a conveni- 
ence to ua, It, has also been au injury 
to my property, as more than ouce It 
has stood iu the way of out finding 
tenants for our cottages. 
I cannot discover that at this time 


any one depends upon this stream for 
irrigating, with tbe exception of Judge 
Judd and Mrs. T. R. Foster 
I under- 


star d also that Judge Judd is quite 
willing to make otner arrangements.

THIRTY \ KARS RESIDENCE A 1UR. 


I am in receipt of yours of October 


26th informing me that the ditch or- 
dered closed by the Board of Health 
m»y be reopened, provided I will 
sever connection between the ditch 
and cesspools and drains. 
In reply, I would beg to say that I 
was ordered to fill up this ditch, being 
nssured that it would not be reopened, 
aud have done so at a large expense to 
myself, having filled in part and de- 
stroyed a cemented ditch, which was 
put down only last year at an expense 
of $160, besides building a new crs*- 
pool at a cost of over $200, to take the 
connections formerly running into tbe 
ditch lately closed. 
In my opinion it would be danger- 


ous to the health of the people living 
along the line of tbe old ditch to have 
it reopened, for the reason that often 
there is but little water flowing 
through it, and at such times man- 
goes, bananas and leaves from trees 
along the ditch fall in and remain 
there to rot, there not being sufficient 
water to carry them off; then the 
ditch leaks in many places, and in my 
own lot I have expended considerable 
money to stop tbe leaks, but without 
avail, and tbe seepage keeps tbe land 
adjoining wet continually, besides 
forming pools of stagnant water that 
must breed disease, thereby making 
it very unhealthy, besides being in- 
jurious to the land, over which tbe 
ditch has no claim whatever. 
I most earnestly protest against 


reopening thin ditch, and hope the 
Board will make a most careful in- 
vestigation before allowing same to be 
reopened.

It was rumored on the street 


yesterday that the State Depart- 
ment at Washington had refused 
to consider the claim of Captain 
John Ross against the Hawaiian 
Government for damages. 
This 


is one of tbe cases growing out of 
the January revolution. 


The grounds for the action of 


Secretary Olney are stated to be 
briefly these: That Captain Ross 
while an American citizen to the 
extent that he has never renoun- 
ced his allegiance to the United 
States Government the fact that 
he has remained away from there 
and has been engaged in business 
outside the limits of the territory 
of that government is evidence 
sufficient that he did not intend 
to make the United States his 
place of abode. 


A ruling of the same nature 


was made recently by Ambassa- 
dor Bayard1 in the case of certain 
individuals, Americans, who have 
been identified with certain busi- 
ness affairs in London for the past 
twenty-five years. 
Another in- 


stance was the case of a dentist 
who had been practising his pro- 
fession in St. Petersburg for twen- 
tv-four years but who had been 
living away from 
the 
United 


States for thirty years. Once in 
two years it had been his custom 
to call at the United States Lega- 
tion and have his passport re- 
issued for two years more. 
On 


a recent visit he was notified that 
his passport could rot be renewed 
because the United States could 
not consider a man a citizen who 
kept himself away for so long a 
period, and that such documents 
were issued to tourists and per- 
sons sojourning for a limited time. 
Upon appealing to the State De- 
partment he was informed that 
he might receive a new passport 
by visiting the United States in 
person and presenting an applica- 
tion. The individual did as re- 
quested and when he received his 
passport he found that it was 
made out to read that he was not 
to engage in business. 
He was 


informed at the same time that 
the passport would not be re- 
newed. 


If this rumor is correct, and 


there seems to be no doubt about 
it, the citizenship of half a hun- 
dred prominent people here will 
be affected. It is impossible that 
the ruling regarding citizens of 
the United States residing in Ha- 
waii, is just only from the stand- 
point of an official in a democratic 
administration. 
Inquiry 
was 


made at the foreign office yester- 
day regarding the rumor but noth- 
ing had been heard of it officially 
or otherwise. 
As the case had 


never gone into the foreign office 
here and as Secretary Olney would 
not consider it the officials here 
would not be advised of 
the 


matter.

The sections of the •vvhccl are made with two-inch steel 


bands fur outer and inner rimb, and the sails are riveted to 
these rims, at their outer and inner end;.. Please note that the 
outer rim is not ten or twelve inches msideof outside ends of 
sails as is the case u ith other mills. Our plan of construction 


obviates the bending and breaking ot the ends of the wils, a serious objection to 
most steel mills. 
To make the sails still more rigid \ve connect each sail, near the

spring steel, which is better than angle or channel steel or 
gas pipe. Our truss rod brace will prevent the rudder from 


warping or swaying around against the wheel. 


The governing device has made the Perkins mill very
